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Ten Years of Progress in 
Accuracy and Benchrest 


Part Il 


by Bob Pease 


To reminisce over the improved ac- 
curacy of the past ten years is to almost 
automatically think about the legendary 
Dave Hall and some of his contributions 
to the shooting game. In the process of 
developing a nearly foolproof system of 
rifle bedding, Dave shot and gunsmithed 
his way to some 33 World Records and 
the honor of being among the first six in- 
ductees into the Benchrest Hall of Fame. 
His system was known as pillar bedding 
which consisted of solid columns or pil- 
lars of Devcon aluminum running down 
through the stock and totally surround- 
ing the stock bolts to prevent any wood 
compression when the action is drawn 
into the stock. This system remains to- 
day as the single best method of bed- 
ding a wood rifle stock. 

Dave Hall was not only a gifted 
shooter and workman during this period 
but he also gave freely of his ideas and 
techniques to others in the benchrest 
game, a trait that remains today as typi- 
cal of the breed of people engrossed in 
benchrest. 

Early in the 70’s a young chap by the 
name of Perry Morton set the benchrest 
scene aflame with some fabulous shoot- 
ing including a 3 gun championship 
using fiberglass stocks and thus setting 
a beginning that has effected 70 to 80% 
of benchrest and accuracy today. There 
are probably many who think that these 
two events; pillar bedding and fiberglass 
stocks are in direct conflict to each 
other. Such is not the case because we 
still have many purists among our clan 
(myself included) who admire fine wood 
and constantly strive to prove that the 
wood stocked rifle will shoot com- 
petitively with a fiberglass or inert 
material stock IF THE WOOD STOCK IS 
BEDDED correctly. No less a sage than 
Fred Maus of Texas summed it up best 
for me once when he said, ‘You can do 
everything wrong with a fiberglass stock 
and the rifle will shoot. You can do 
everything right with a wood stock and 
the rifle still may not shoot.” | feel cer- 
tain that this statement must have been 
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made shortly after Dave Hall visited here 
on atrip out to Arizona one fall because 
it sounds a great deal like the sage of 
Warsaw, New York, whose candor just 
added to the enjoyment of knowing him. 
No one has ever proven, at least to my 
satisfaction, that glue-in’s as opposed to 
bolt-in’s actually work better on a year in 
and year out basis. True, they usually 
shoot, but when they don’t you have that 
pesky mess of removing the barreled ac- 
tion from the glued in stock. Seldom a 
month goes by that | don’t get acall for a 
used replacement stock because some- 
one has lost one in the removal of a 
glue-in. Add to that the fidgety job of 
quick changing a trigger between relays 
of amatch and I'll take a bolted-in action 
every time. One blacksmith (mechanical 
gunsmith) that | know of talks all his 
customers into glue-in’s with little or no 
thought to their ability to fumble finger a 
trigger change via the long pin and drop 
out method. He tells and shows them 
how easy it is FOR HIM TO DO and most 
are afraid to admit that they don’t have 
the practice, dexterity or patience to do 
the same under the pressure of a match. 
Thus while glue-in’s work for some 
people, they should never be touted as 
the single solution for one hole ac- 
curacy. Here | can’t help but quote the 
sage, Dave Hall who said, “‘Glue-in’s are 
for people who don’t know how to bed a 
rifle and want to live dangerously!” 
Perhaps the Australians were the first 
to introduce aluminum stocks. Certainly 
they were among the early experimen- 
tors and have had a rather good record 
of success with them. Inert and light as 
well as strong they are not cheap and 
often have a tendency to ring a bit with 
each shot, a distraction that takes some 
getting used to. | confess to having had 
little or no experience with them and 
very little desire to rectify that situation. 
However | am quick to point out that 
from all these experiments we have all 
learned and benefited and in no way do | 
let my personal likes interfere with my 
appreciation and respect for the work of 


all experimenters in the benchrest game 
regardless of how weird their creations 
seem to be. This is what benchrest is all 
about, a learning, improving process 
that teaches as it develops and some- 
times little things are learned that can be 
adapted to our own procedures and 
techniques. 


A perfect example of this is bedding a 
mating block of steel or aluminum into 
the wood of the stock (or fiberglass if 
you prefer) and then attaching the action 
to this. Actually the block is glued in so 
to speak, and the action is bolted to that 
block so you can readily see how the in- 
genious proponents of this system have 
taken from their glue-in predecessors 
and adopted their techniques to another 
entirely different system. Oh yes, bed- 
ding techniques and inert and fiberglass 
stocks have played an important part in 
the development of accuracy over the 
past ten years. 


So too, has trigger improvement con- 
tributed in the accuracy picture. In the 
early 70’s it was not at all unusual to see 
set-triggers in use, a hold over from the 
early days and the use of which may 
have been one of the most detrimental 
things to good accuracy earlier on. A 
set-trigger, regardless of its type, is 
nothing more than a mechanical device 
to kick or snap the trigger for you. In the 
act of doing so the rifle is jarred and dis- 
turbed enough to effect the bullet while 
it is still in the barrel. The harder the 
snap and the longer the barrel the worse 
the situation becomes. This can be 
proven by testing a .22 long rifle long 
barrel target rifle with low velocity am- 
munition. Houdini himself would have 
been hard pressed to get a good group 
under these conditions. Perhaps the 
most important thing about a benchrest 
trigger is the need for it to be consistent. 
Most all good shooters tell me that they 
are not concerned with the lightness or 
heaviness of the trigger pull if it will just 
let go at the same place each time. Thus 
consistency is maintained. Not always is 
the 2 ounce trigger the answer and | 
have been known to write extensively in 
the past about what | call the ‘curse’ of 
the 2 ounce triggers. The main theory of 
the 2 ounce trigger is that you either 
don’t know when it is going to go off or 
you fast develop bad habits that can 
range from a total dependency on them 
to slapping the trigger a la the shotgun- 
ner’s method. Neither contributes to the 
enjoyment of shooting one’s other rifles 
and | have yet to see any practical hunt- 
ing trigger that light. 

Be that as it may the advent of the 2 
ounce triggers and the conversion of 
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triggers to 2 ounce have played a 
definite part in the improvement in 
benchrest accuracy the past decade. For 
those who do not like the 2 ounce, tre- 
mendous improvements have been 
made in the honing, remodelling and 
redesigning of triggers to get a consis- 
tent pull in a usable range for good 
benchrest work. Consistent pulls of 14, 
12 and 10 ounces are possible on factory 
triggers of the Remington persuasion 
and a great deal of good shooting has 
been done with this inexpensive method. 
Remington’s 700 trigger was a tremen- 
dous improvement over any trigger that 
ever preceded it and their 40-X trigger is 
even better. The fact that all 700 and 40- 
X triggers have always interchanged has 
been beneficial and today virtually all 
custom actions are designed to accept 
the Remington dimensioned triggers. 


Perhaps the biggest cloud on the trig- 
ger scene today is the freeze or ban by 
Remington on the sale of triggers to any 
source regardless of their status or 
repute. In addition the Canjar picture 
grows bleaker all the time and we re- 
cently were told that Timney, (never a 
serious benchrest trigger anyway) had 
burned and would not be reconstructed. 
Several among the custom rifle and ac- 
tion people are reported to be con- 
templating production of a trigger simi- 
lar to the Remington design but face 
problems of cost, patents and liability 
that may prove virtually insurmountable. 
The trigger situation may easily get 
worse long before it gets better. 


No dissertation on triggers regardless 
of how light or brief would be complete 
without a mention of the electronic trig- 
ger. It is usable in all classes of 
benchrest with the exception of Hunter 
Class but has received less than its 
share of the market. The production has 
been limited, delivery poor and the cost 
considered to be prohibitive by most. It 
also can present an installation and 
weight problem that, while it can be 
solved, nevertheless does remain a 
problem. Ironically many of the same 
shooters who jump into a 2 ounce trig- 
ger seem reluctant to try an electronic 
for fear they will be unhappy with any- 
thing less on all their rifles. Again the 
high price may just dictate a greater 
measure of common sense. 


As you can see in two articles we have 
touched just briefly on only five of the 
ten most contributing factors to 
benchrest accuracy improvement over 
the last decade. Stay tuned, there is 
more to come .

The Riedel Arbor Press 


by Bob Pease 


Ever since the early ‘70s when the 
Ferguson Arbor press graced the cover 
of PRECISION SHOOTING Magazine, 
the demand has continued for a top 
grade fine quality arbor press for use by 
the bench rest shooter. Several good 
presses came on the market after the 
demise of the original adjustable 
‘Fergie’ but most are offered with por- 
tability and compactness as their chief 
assets. 

Unfortunately, once the stool shooter 
converts to hand and arbor type dies, he 
has many calls for the use of the arbor at 
home and for more heavy duty work than 
it was originally designed. While the 
Hart, B-Square, Kempfer and others will 
continue to grace the tool boxes of many 
travelling shooters all over the world | 
have long felt the need for a truly well 
made, heavy duty arbor press for home 
use. 

Fortunately there is someone else 
thinking along those lines and recently 
friend Wally Siebert put me onto a 
fabulously well made heavy duty arbor 
press made up in his part of the country 
by none other than a stool shooter who 
is a tool and design man by trade. 

H. R. Riedel of Seattle, Washington 
designed and built the arbor you see pic- 
tured here and believe me it is the end 
combination of functional and stability 
approach. The center upright is full 
1-1/4” tool steel superbly machined. The 
entire visible unit is STEEL with the ex- 
ception of the two plastic operating 
knobs. Adjustable gibs let you adjust for 
exact tension you prefer and of course 
the operating head can be positioned at 
any height to give the angle of handle 
desired. The press has machined and 
ground base that mates perfectly with 
the round ram end for precise alignment 
and the entire unit weighs over eight 
pounds, a bit much for those who fly to 
matches but well worth the added 
weight when you consider its stability 
and ability to full length size cases of the 
.222 and PPC families in a Wilson type 
die right at the range. 

The 5-1/4". maximum distance be- 
tween ram and base might make it 
necessary to shorten the already too 
long driving drift of the Wilson FL die but 
otherwise the unit appears capable of 
handling any chore the BR shooter is apt 
to run into either at the range or at home, 
short of large hunting cartridges and 
perhaps complete case forming pro- 
cedures. 


After two weeks of playing with this ar- 
bor | can find only two minor things to 
suggest or nitpick about. The head and 
base are finished in what | assume to be 
a baked on blue enamel. | personally 
think that while the blue may be a dis- 
tinctive means of identification from the 
others on the market a crackle or pebble 
type baked on finish would be much 
more durable. Also had the round, 
ground end under the driver ram been 
shortened 1/4’ and the ground base 
either set into the base proper or shor- 
tened in height by 1/4” the distance be- 
tween the top ram and the base could 
have been increased by a full half inch. 
As noted this is strictly nitpicking 
because | couldn't find a darn thing ad- 
verse to say about the press. 

The press sells for $150.00 and is 
made by the H.R. Riedel Co. of 5608 
Delridge Way SW, Seattle, WA 98106. 
The measurements and dimensions 
follow:

| recently reached the decision that it 
would be fun to chronicle the results of a 
year’s shooting, the background, prac- 
tice, and actual matches, if only for my 
own records. Then the confounded edi- 
tor pro tem called, wanting another arti- 
cle, and since | had already made up my 
mind to keep a shooter's diary for the 
year, it wasn’t all that clever to decide to 
make my first chapter into the next Pre- 
cision Shooting article. If the fates are 
kind, we’ll run this through the summer 
months as a bit of a poor man’s Paradise 
Lost and Paradise Regained, in the 
somewhat rambling fashion of the late 
Ernest Stuhlschuter (Crawf Hollidge’s 
Nom De Plume); | always enjoyed that 
low-key conversational column, and to- 
day | miss both the writing and the 
writer. 


On to background (or you'll never 
understand) ..... at the end of 1980, 
after a brief return to bench rest shoot- 
ing, in candor | found myself completely 
bored by the present sport. Everyone 
was shooting the same 6MM PPC 
cartridge, in rifles that looked alike, the

tried to make up my mind if | should call 
him back right now and tell him that ob- 
viously he wasn’t listening properly 
because | had said ‘‘no,” or should | 
write him a letter, or should | just ignore 
the whole incident, and pretend that it 
never happened, and maybe he would 
forget it also.

that | was firmly determined to tell him. 
Study the ceiling some more, and reach 
the decision that there’s no sense call- 
ing him back. . . he’s avery dangerous 
man with a phone, and heaven only 
knows what | would agree to this time, 
while trying to get a word in edgewise. 

Wander down to the basement that 
evening, to see what, if anything, was 
left over from my sale of equipment. Dis- 
cover that the only thing left was Jones 
cleaning rods in a Pease PVC case.

Never trust a 
gunsmith who always answers on the 
first ring on aregular basis. . . that im- 
plies that he has no work on hand 

. and if he has no work on hand, his 
guns probably leave something to be 
desired (old Chinese Proverb). 

“Fred, this is Dave Brennan, calling 
from Connecticut.”’ 

“David, how are you?”’ 

“Good, | guess.”’ 

“What’s up?” 

“Well Fred, | just thought I’d call you 
and ask how long it would take you to 
build me a sporter weight rifle, hopefully 
real fast.” 

Silence. Through the silence | can feel 
Sinclair thinking, ‘‘Dear Lord, why do | 
get all the whackos calling me? | don’t 
deserve this.”’ 

“Who is this calling?” 

‘| told you, it’s Dave Brennan, and you 
know it’s me, you nitwit.” 

“Don’t call me anitwit . . . aren’t you 
the fellow whose bench rest rifles | just 
finished selling, you nitwit?”’ 

“Don’t call me a nitwit. Do you want 
some business, or don’t you?”’ 

“| always want business from sane 
people, but |’m not sure that you qualify 
for that description. Why didn’t you call 
me earlier? Everyone in the world is sud- 
denly in a big rush, it’s mid-April, and I’m 


up to my ears in work. It will be a couple 
of months before | can make you a 
sporter.” 

“That’s too long. What have you got in 
the used rifle rack?”’ 

“Nothing, they are all sold. The only 
finished sporter in the shop is my own 6 
x 47.” 

“Describe it.” 

“No, | won't describe it. It’s my own 
sporter, I’m happy with it, and it’s not for 
sale.”’ 

“Describe it anyway.’ (Note how | 
learned some telephone methodology 
from Garcelon?) 

“Well, it’s the Hart 2A action, the 
smaller cylindrical action, 2 ounce trig- 
ger, fiberglass stock, Hart 6 x 47 barrel, 
and | have a6 x 50 barrel for it, as well as 
a new Shilen 6 x 47 barrel also set up for 
it, and that barrel has never been fired.”’

“It’s based on the longer German ver- 
sion of the .222 Magnum, 50 millimeters 
in length, and has the approximate 
powder capacity of a improved 6 x 47.”

Buchtel and hubby Stan had a group of 
us in for cocktails and other goodies one 
evening. This was one of the most en- 
joyable matches | have attended during 
my years in the game. 

As pointed out above, the weather was 
perfect, but the Kelbly rifle range can be 
a sticker, and these four days were no 
exception. For those that had their act 
together, there was a high level of suc- 
cess and for those with a moment of 
carelessness, there were 700’s at 100 
yards and 1.500 at 200 yards. Some very 
good groups were fired by those that 
were working hard enough.

T. J. shot it. And as | recall, | later man- 
aged to cross fire on him at 200 yards, 
twice yet! I’m not very proud of that, but 
it didn’t shake up T.J. at all. He is some 
kind of a gentleman! 

Bill Minneman of MTM was doing a lot 
of kidding directed at Perry Morton, that 
good looking dude from Warsaw, Ind., 
with comments that Perry was a lucky 
has-been. We should all be such lucky 
has-beens; Perry took top honors in the 
Sporter Matches with a grand aggregate 
of .2848”’, picking up first place at 200 
yards along the way with a .3005”. The 
Sporter 100 yard winner was Pete 
Rechnitzer from Middleburg Hgts., Ohio 
with a nifty .2562” aggregate. 

The last two days was for the Heavy 
Varmint rifle and everyone got down to 
business with some very fine targets 
being shot every relay. And if you 
wanted to win a relay, you best really put 
one together. | managed a .167” group 
in match one which happened to be 
good for a sickly seventh place for that 
match! Perry Morton wasn’t letting up 


: ‘ j 


Pete Rechnitzer 
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and posted a 100 yard aggregate of 
.2528’’. During the second day for Heavy 
Varmint Allie Euber came alive and 
posted a 200 yard aggregate of .2185”. 
That was some performance for the 
range conditions that were present from 
relay one on, lots of 1.000” plus showing 
up quite often. But the grand aggregate 
for Heavy Varmint went to the big, quiet 
man from Midland Texas, Jef Fowler. His 
grand of .2705” took top honors after 
placing sixth at 100 yards. 

And to top it off, Jef Fowler took the 
two gun and top honors for the four day 
match. Sorry, | failed to record his two 
gun aggregate .in the following confu- 
sion. But, as always, the competitor who 
takes the two gun at Super Shoot was 
honored by all who took part. 

Four of the Euber tribe formed a team 
and entered the four man team matches 
for the Heavy Varmint rifle, won it nicely 
and took home the Traveling trophy and 
a keeper trophy each. Everyone knows 
that they couldn’t have done it without 
Allie’s son who is the real shooter in the 
family! 

There are hundreds of personal sto- 
ries that come out of Super Shoot each 
year, most of which are never recorded. 
An example of such a story is that of 
Henry Perry of Massion, Ohio. Seven 
years ago, Henry set a goal for himself; 
To win the Remington 40XB-BR Com- 
petition, which is included in the Heavy 
Varmint class each year, courtesy of 
Remington Arms Company. In the 1980 
matches, Henry placed 3rd, close but no 
cigar. But 1981 was Henry’s year and he 
won it with a 5465” grand. 

Super Shoot X will be held at Kelbly’s 
Rifle Rnge during May 1982. Classes will 
be Heavy Benchrest Rifle and Heavy 
Varmint. See you then, God willing and 
the creek don’t raise! I’ll be loading next 
to Seely Masker. | always do. You see, if 
| have forgotten to bring something, 
Seely always has it. He brings every- 
thing!

Your letter to Dr. Garcelon has been 
sent on to me for my attention. | will do 
my best to answer your questions. In re- 
cent months | have had several letters 
from Holger Sjostrom, Dalkarbyvagen 4, 
22100 Marichamn, who has shown great 
interest in benchrest shooting and 
equipment. He has sent me copies of 
groups fired with a .222 Remington 
which are very exceptable. 

| can find no records or results of any 
test run on Berdan versus Boxer primer. 
The US, | would suspect, went to the 
Boxer primer as the center fire cartridge 
came into being for simple repriming of 
fired brass required by those who were 
then developing the western part of the 
US, where reloading of brass cases was 
common; (1860's and '70’s). Frankford 
Arsenal worked with both types of pri- 
mers during the 1860’s and settled for 
the Boxer primer about 1874. 

| have no argument with test made by 
LAPUA, since | have no information on 
how the tests were made and what was 
measured. It would seem to me that 
either priming system should be 
satisfactory. The really important fac- 
tors, | suspect, is the make up of the 
primer mixture, the level of heat, pres- 
sure and level of brisance. Another fac- 
tor is the kind of powder being ignited 
(burning rate) and the case size 
(volume). Additional factors are also in- 
volved. The primer must be properly 
seated. CCI Balistics Laboratory have 
reported that improperly seated primers 
may require an average of 53% greater 
firing pin blow force for proper ignition.

Improper firing pin force and proper fir- 
ing pin tip form also enters the question 
of uniformity of ignition. 

By far the most popular primer cur- 
rently used in the US by the benchrest 
competitor is the Federal primers 205M 
and 210M. Other makes are used also. 
And other makes have been most popu- 
lar in the past, such as those made by 
Remington. There was a change in the 
Remington mixture and the benchrest 
competitor promptly changed to the 
Federal, with a few still using the 
Remington line. The Federal primer 
works very well with all powders cur- 
rently in use by most competitors. 

This brings up another point; Exam- 
ple: A popular powder in the US and 
either the Federal or Remington primers 
works very well in the .222 while the 
same powder and primers in the .222 
Mag. gives poor results. The .222 Mag. 
with this powder requires a somewhat 
hotter primer for proper cartridge perfor- 
mance. 

The SAKO case is by far the most

popular for the PPC cartridge in the US 
and Canada. We have found the SAKO 
case to be completely satisfactory. The 
availability of the SAKO case here is a 
major factor also. 

As a rule, | turn case necks to .010” 
thickness and have my reamers made to 
finish .002’’ over loaded round neck 
diameter; .224” plus .020” plus .002”; or 
.246” chamber neck. Others use as little 
as .001” clearance. 

Case selection; US competitors select 
cases by weight which you indicate is 
the procedure you use, they often check 
case capacity, while still others make no 
checks at all, because they feel the 
selected make is as uniform as is re- 
quired. As to the thickness of brass, we 
experience different volumes and brass 
thickness from make to make. For exam- 
ple, as a rule, Remington brass is less 
thick than Federal. Often, I’m hard 
pressed to clean Remington case necks 
up completely to .010’’ and must cut 
them down to perhaps .009”. | have 
heard reports that some lots of Federal 
have the same problem. If thicker brass 
is experienced than lots in use, it is a 
simple matter to lower the powder load 
down a few .10’s. Regardless of make, 
there are some lots of brass that are not 
exceptable because of a very thick neck 
and case body on one side, which | feel 
is an indication of poor quality and might 
offer some shortcoming in use. 

Here in the US we feel a rather tight 
neck is required to assure the bullet is 
started into the barrel perfectly straight. 
A loaded round that has much over .001”’ 
runout is not desirable. Most of us will 
accept a runout of .0005’’, Some com- 
petitors feel this is so important that they 
use ‘‘fitted’’ necks which are so close 
that neck sizing is not required to hold

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the bullet during reloading of the case. 
Many of us feel that periodic full length 
resizing and trimming of our match 
brass helps rifle performance, perhaps 
as often as between week-end matches. 

Chamber reamers from Clymer or 
Francis will be found to be of the best 
quality. They will make up any special 
reamers you desire. 

In most cases, if the loaded round has 
excessive runout, it is the fault of the siz- 
ing die rather than the seating die. Both 
dies have to be perfect for the desired 
results. Neck sizing should only be 
enough to hold the bullet. Necks need 
not be sized much over 1/3 neck length, 
many competitors here using less than 
1/3. 

| hope the above has answered your 
questions fully and has given you some 
insight to our thinking over here in the 
states. In my view, the item which we feel 
is most important for further study and 
development is the quality of our bullets 
which we all give a great deal of atten- 
tion to at all times. As to our over all 
progress | can best give insight by tell- 
ing you that a decade ago a rifle with 
continuous .250” at 100 yards capability 
was required, while today the figure, | 
suspect, is down to .150” and growing 
smaller. At a recent match | fired a .167” 
five shot group at 100 yards and was 7th 
for that relay! 1st for that relay was .158”.

This spring a copy of the new Leupold 
M-8-36X scope came to hand. This is a 
member of the Leupold “‘Golden Ring” 
scope series. After using it in several 
matches this year, | can surely recom- 
mend it for consideration if you are 
shopping for a scope of this power; A 
nifty little scope indeed. It comes 
packaged with a screw on sunshade, all 
nicely blued with well marked easy to

read windage and elevation knobs 
which can be zeroed with setscrews in 
each knob. It is fourteen inches long and 
the sunshade installed makes the com- 
plete unit 2-3/16” longer. Basic weight is 
just under one pound. Mounted in 
Weaver high rings, sunshade and knob 
covers installed, the weight runs one 
pound, three ounces. Remove the 
sunshade and knob covers, scope and 
rings run one pound, one and three 
quarter ounces. This model can be had 
with fine crosshair or dot, mine with the 
fine crosshair. 

My only negative comment to Leupold 
is the most necessary and desirable 
missing lens covers. These top quality 
lenses should be protected and | can’t 
comprehend standing short on this most 
important and low cost item on any 
scope. | make note that even the very 
cheapest hunting scopes come with 
plastic lens covers. Come on fellas, get 
with it. 

The optics in this scope are tops, as 
we expected and have experienced in 
other Leupold products. Eye relief is 
more than adequate. When properly 
focused, the entire field is sharp and 
clear. Parallax adjustment is without a 
lock ring which is possible only because 
of a high level of tolerances held during 
manufacturing. | had doubts about this 
design lacking a lock ring after some 
bad experiences with scopes with lock 
rings on the parallax adjustments. To 
this point in time, there has been no 
shifting of this adjustment once made up 
to a hundred shots or more. It’s a joy to 
make the necessary change for different 
ranges with no loosing and snugging up 
lock rings between checks on final ad- 
justments. While holding on the target at 
the desired range, the focus ring can be 
turned to clear the field of view, parallax 
is near nil with perhaps only a slight 
change to kill all parallax. A dandy ar- 
rangement. 

The crosshair will be found to be fine 
enough for most benchrest competitors. 
I'd like something somewhat finer, so 
will have Wally Siebert install his super- 
fine crosshair later this year. Wally, by 
the way, was using this same model

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scope at Super Shoot IX which he had 
converted to 45X. A 6 MM bullet hole at 
100 yards looks like a fifty caliber. He is 
currently trying a conversion up at 50X 
to find at what point the field of view is 
too small to be practical. 

The scope is packaged with an in- 
struction booklet with guidance for 
proper mounting, focusing and parallax 
adjustments. If this is a competitors first 
contact with this sort of scope this guid- 
ance will be of great help. Leupold offers 
excellent factory service on all their 
scopes and in my book, that point is 
something to be given full consideration 
before laying down these kinds of bucks 
for a scope. 


* * * * 


Over a year ago, | indicated that Bob 
Cauterucio of GTB, that bullet making 
son-of-a-gun out on the west coast, was 
going to start making his own lead wire 
for bullet making and would, in due time, 
have it for sale in the future. If you have 
been paying attention, you will have 
noted that his ad in these pages indicate 
he is now ready to take care of demands. 
A package came through without a dent. 

My sample was the 3/16” size. The 
wire is cut in straight lengths about eigh- 
teen inches long. | checked several 
lengths with a micrometer and found the 
total runout was not over .001’’. | also 
noted another thing; | carelessly bent 
one and that nice uniform diameter went 
right down the tubes at the point of the 
bend. So there surely is something to 
say for lead wire for bullets that is cut in 
straight lengths, and not bent until cut 
into the required slug lengths. | also 
melted down some and fluxed it to find it 
as pure as any lead wire you are apt to 
find anywhere. 

All this is the result of Cauterucio’s at- 
tention and trouble while getting this 
lead wire extruded, cut and packaged. 
The extrusion is held in a straight line to 
prevent bending. Steps are taken to 
keep the wire clean during extrusion 
also. It is then carefully cut to about 
eighteen inches and carefully rolled into 
newspaper and tightly packaged to pre- 
vent any bending or denting. The 
finished product makes it about the most 
perfect wire | have ever worked with. All 
this may seem like much to do over 
nothing to those who haven’t made 
bullets, but after pulling wire through

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dies to get it round and uniform, you can 
surely appreciate the time and effort 
given to this project. Like everything 
else Bob has been involved in that has 
come my way, this offering is as about as 
perfect as can be had. | have long con- 
tended that a finished bullet is no better 
than the lead wire used and the level of 
uniformity of the finished lead core. 


* * * * 


Okay, we know that after you get that 
fine shooting custom benchrest rifle 
from your favorite gunsmith, you, from 
time to time, clean and apply a small 
amount of grease on the locking lugs 
during practice groups and matches to 
prevent galling. After all, you paid for 
having the action checked over and 
trued up if necessary, and lapping in the 
locking lugs was one of those items 
given a lot of attention. Without lub of 
some sort, the locking lugs and the con- 
tact point in the action will be nicely 
jacked up. 

At a match this year, J. C. (Sonny) 
Malsby handed me a little white tube of 
grease and told me to try it. First, it’s 
pretty, a bronze color, which indicates it 
has some bronze in it. The color also 
makes it possible to see where it is and 
where it isn’t after a number of trips into 
the bolt locking position. That can’t be 
said for a lot of lubs | have used for this 
purpose. And it sure is slick stuff and 
does just what it is supposed to do. The 
tube holds enough to last several years 
of matches and then some. A tube is 
about two bucks as | recall and can be 
had directly from Malsby, who carries an 
ad in these pages. 


After just bringing up the subject of 
lapping in locking lugs, might be a good 
time to bring up lapping compounds.

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A “How To” Article 


Once again it turns out that one of my 
great ideas was something already in 
use by someone else. 

| refer here to the scheme of using a 
piloted lap to recut the locking lug seats 
in a receiver. It turns out that Seely 
Masker has apparently been doing the 
same thing for a good while. If he had 
written his article a year ago he would 
have saved me the trouble of thinking 
this up on my own. 

| turn the lap out in the 3 jaw chuck in 
the lathe and leave it there. | then mount 
the receiver on a mandril and support 
and feed it into the lap with the tailstock 
center. The receiver is held and pre- 
vented from turning with the left hand. It 
is then possible to feel it if the lap starts 
to gall. 

After the lap begins cutting fully on 
both seats | recut the surface of the lap 
and charge it with J. B. bore cleaner to 
finish the job. 

The result of this is lug seats that are 
truly perpendicular to the axis of the ac- 
tion. 

This system is especially useful when 
fitting 2 bolts to the same receiver. By 
facing the backs of the lugs on both 
bolts you start out with a good fit before 
lapping the lugs in. By careful measure- 
ment you can also end up with the same 
headspace figure for each bolt. This 
really makes no difference except that it 
can help to avoid confusion when fitting 
the barrels. 

For the final fitting of the bolts | use a 


barrel stub with a close fitting counter- 
bore (.0005 diametrical clearance) to 
support and locate the front of the bolt. 
(This, of course, refers to a Remington 
action). | lap with the trigger in place 
and let the striker spring provide the 
back pressure. This way | feel that the 
bolt is sitting in the same altitude as it 
will when the rifle is in use. | like to put 
some touch up blue on the lugs and lap 
until it’s gone. Lap 5 or 10 strokes with 
each bolt, switching from one to the 
other, until both are bearing fully. Here 
again | use J. B. It cuts well and provides 
a fine finish. 

| might add that in order to retain this 
good fit the shooter must keep the lugs 
and seats free of grit and lubricated to 
prevent galling and excessive wear. 

In the event that you have a bolt that is 
excessively small in diameter for the 
receiver it may be advisable to install a 
ring ahead of the handle to center the 
rear of the bolt in the receiver bridge. 
The front of the bolt, in the case of a 
Remington, will be centered by the bar- 
rel counterbore. 

Once again I’m sure that none of these 
techniques are new or different but 
perhaps someone can make some use of 
them.

BOOK REVIEW 


by Mike Walker 


If you are an experimenter you should 
definitely own two recent books which | 
have had the pleasure of perusing. They 
are, ‘Tables of Bullet Performance’, by 
Philip Mannes and a new copy of ‘‘The 
Bullets Flight’, by F. W. Mann with 
marginal notes by Harry M. Pope. 

The Table of Bullet Performance is ex- 
tremely valuable in determining ballistic 
properties of bullets. | used it in estimat- 
ing the required ballistic coefficient of 
the proposed 100 gr. .224. Since my in- 
terest lies with the center fire silhouette, 
the required 1000 ft. Ibs. of energy at 500 
meters to knock over the heavy ram 
(Borrego) was of paramount importance. 
You don’t even need a calculator with 
this book. | first looked up in the tables 
the velocity required of a 100 gr. bullet to 
deliver 1000 ft. Ibs. of energy. The 
ballistic coefficient tables were then 
consulted to determine what ballistic 
coefficient is required to deliver a bullet 
at 500 meters, about 550 yds., at 2150 
ft./sec. assuming it started out at 3000 
ft./sec. This turns out to be .55. This 
coefficient can just about be attained 
with a .224 100 gr. with a long secant 
ogive point, similar to the Hornady 162 7 
MM match, and a boat tail. So the experi- 
ment has a fair chance of working. Also 
included in these tables are wind drift, 
time of flight and trajectory. 

As you all know | have quoted Dr. 
Mann in Precision Shooting. His study of 
unbalanced bullets and his conclusions 
are classics of ballistic experimenting. 
The addition of Harry Pope’s margin 
notes and the interview of Neal Knox 
with Charles Pope, Harry’s son, is valua- 
ble and interesting. 

Both of these books as well as, ‘“Yours 
Truly Harvey Donaldson’”’, a collection of 
Harvey’s letters from Hand Loader and 
Rifle are available from the publisher, 
Wolfe Publisher Company, Inc., P.O. 
Box 30-30, Prescott, Arizona 86302.
